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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CF.R. §1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination ("RCE") under 37 C.F.R. §1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 C.F.R. §1.1 7(e), was filed in this apphcation on February 9, 2006. This 
application was under a final rejection (the "First Final Office Action" mailed August 26, 2005) 
and is therefore eUgible for continued examination under 37 C.F.R. §1.114. Because the fee set 
forth in 37 C.F.R. §1.1 7(e) has been timely paid, the fmahty in the First Final Office Action has 
been withdrawn pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.114. 

Acknowledgements 

2. In accordance with the RCE noted above, Applicant's amendment filed December 6, 
2005 has been entered. Accordingly, claims 36-55 remain pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Any and all previous restrictions (if pending), are hereby withdrawn.

In the instant 
case, the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process. Moreover, it is the 
Examiner's position that the Inventions are patentably distinct. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, because these 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and 
divergent subject matter, and because the search required for Group I is not required for Group 
II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
C.F.R. § 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
